“IT am a unionist.” declared ” Miss 
Gordon, “but I have lost all faith in 
the assistance which might come from 
the Federation of Labor. It thwarted 
our plans in Louisiana and seemed to 
have drafted the bill governing the 
limit of the workday at the inatiga- 
tion or for the interests of the manu- 
facturer. 

“Our fight for a child-labor law in 
the State Assembly was bitterly con- 


tested by the capitalists’ representa-

tives. Think of the shock when we 
presented our bill demanding a nine- 
hour day for women and children 
when we found that the Federation 
of Labor was before us with a bill 
askine for a ten-hour day for women 
and children.

hour day for women whose faces were 
worn with suffering, want and neg- 
lect, and for children who were half- 
developed, half starved and suffering 
from disease.

Sentence Is Fifteen Years in Fel- 
som—Polo Tournament for Mackey 
Cup Will Be Held on Riverside Club 
Grounds Late Next Month—Game 
Protection is Desired.

enter the old station from Main street. 

This change will, lessen the traffic 
handied in the upper station by half. 
According to the officials this will 
make it much easier for the dispatch- 
ers, and will. greatly improve traffic 
conditions along Main street, as one 
of the chief causes of congestion is the 
blockade caused by stopping local cars 
while the heavy three-car traing get in 
and out of the station. 

ELEVATED SWITCH YARD. 

Another unprovement to de made at 
the same time is an elevated switch 
yard, to be built east of Los Angeles 
street, that will do away entirely with 
the necessity of switching three-car 
trains on Main street. This elevated 
yard is to be built like a section of the 
famous New York, elevated. It will 
connect with the tracks now ending at 
the east wall of main floor station by 
a steel bridge across Los Angeles 
street. An arch will be cut in the wall, 
and all cars entering the depot will run 
out on this platform to switch back. 

According to the Pacific Blectric of- 
ficiais this is the only improvement 
that can be made until conditions be- 
come more favorable for the building 
of a permanent betterment to handle 
the fast suburban cars. They figure 
that an elevated structure, that would 
connect with the city terminus of their 
private.fights of way, would cost not 
leas than $4,000,000. 

To spend this amount of money and 
assume an equal amount of bonded in- 
debtedness, for an improvement on a 
twenty-one-year franchise, that would 
increase the earning capacity, of the

UNDERGROUND TEMPERATURE. 


Heat Varies in Different Localities at 
the Same Depth—Novel Power 
Scheme. 
(Washington Star:] Scientists are 
turning thier attention to the question 
of wtilizing the internal heat of the 
earth as a source of industrial power. 
A comparison of underground temper- 
atures has been made recently and a 
theoretical increase of one degree for 
every sixty feet has been determined. 
But there are exceptions to the rule 
which prove that the earth's crust is 
hotter in some places than in others. 
A thermometer lowered into wells near 
Pittsburgh and Wheeling showed an 
increase for every fifty feet. The tem- 
perature of the Pittsburgh well at the 
bottom was 129 deg. On the other 
hand, Prof. Agassiz found the temper-

There is an ob- 
ject in this. They are ever seeking in 
the gutter, the roendway or on the 
pavement, for object which may 
bring them tem. ..ary emancipation. 
No unconsidered trifle escapes ther. 
Like birds of prey, they ever watch 
the moving platform of the ground. Oc- 
casionally something. glistens There 
is a sudden swoop on the part of the 
sandwich man. In his hand he holds 
a coin. If it be a small coim the near- 
est saloon will receive it. If the 
amount found prove fairly large, the 
sandwich man disappears from his 
ordinary haunts until the money is en- 
tirely spent. 

Considerable sums have been found 
by sandwich men. One man not long 
age picked up a purse containing £250 
(31250) in bank notes. He was not con- 
ecience-stricken over his find, and did 
not promptiy report his good luck to 
the police. With a generosity worthy 
of a better cause, he treated! most of 
his fellow sufferers, and for nearly a 
week Mr. Smith found some difficulty 
in filling his advertising contracts with 
sober sandwichers. Another lucky 
fellow found a jeweled cigar case. It 
was lying in the gutter in front of the 
Criterion Theater, and had evidently 
been dropped as its possessor stepped 
into a cab. The “find” was not turned 
in at the “lost property” office at Scot- 
land Yard—whither all finds are sup- 
ported to go—but was promptly hy- 
pothecated at the nearest pawnshop. 
When the tatterdemalion sandwicher 
makes a find like this, he does not 
himself attempt to pawn the object, 
but engages one of the more respecta- 
bly-dressed. “gentlemen” board-car- 
riers, whose appearance does not lay 
him open to suspicion. 

Among other notable finds among 
sandwich men are: A portion of a 
pearl necklace—value $300; a gold 
Watch, with a ‘seal and a piece of 
chain, worth $60: a pocketbook con- 
taining $150 in gold pieces.

Schladebach well shows a temperature 
of 135 deg. at the bottom. and the 
Sperenberk well 8 deg. The Corn- 
wall mines show a temperature of 100 
deg. and at Rochamp, France, the tem- 
perature of the coal mines at 3609 feet 
is 117 deg. It is proved beyond doubt 
that, although it varies in different 
localities, the heat of the crust of the 
earth grows gradually greater from 
the surface inward, and upon this ar- 
gument is the theory based for a new 
and general source of power. 

It is not merely a question of get- 
ting steam, but a question of the 
quantity of steam to be had. Accord- 
ing to Prof. Hallock of Columbia hot 
water is even now drawn from a4 
well and used to heat a house near 
Beise City, Idaho. Water pumped from 
a Pittsburgh well was too hot to keep 
the nand in it, for it had a tempera- 
ture of 130 deg. But, whiie the Pitts- 
burgh and Wheeling wells are capable 
of heating water which has been in 
them over night, even ff thelr depth 
is sufficient to turn that water to 
steam, it would require many hours of 
heating, which would rob it of all com- 
mereial value. The great difficulty is 
not in_obtaining extra labor in boring 
down into the hot area, and it is com- 
paratively as easy to bore down 10,000 
feet as 6000, but in order to give the 
steam commercial] value a method 
must he provided for dropping the 
Water to the hot arca, allowing it time 
to heat, and yet having it returned 
to, the earth's surface without inter- 
rupting its flow a moment. 

Suppose two holes were bored di- 
rectly into the earth's surface 12,000 
feet deep and fifty feet apart. Accord- 
ing to the measurements made in the 
Pittsburgh well at the bottom there 
would be a temperature of more than 
240 deg.—far above the boiling point 
of water. If very heavy charges of dy- 
naniite or some other heavy explosive 
were to be lowered to the bottom of 
each hole and exploded simultaneously 
and the process repeated many times, 
the two holes might have a sufficient 
connection established. The roch would 
be and fiasured in all direc- 
tions, as in deep oll wells when they are 
shot. If only one avenue were opened 
between the holes it would be enough. 

The shattering of the rocks around 
the base of the holes would turn the 
surrounding area into an immense hot- 
water heater. The water 
one hole in the earth would circulate 
through the cracks and fissures, the 
temperature of which would be more 
than 240 deg. and in its passage it 
would be heated and turned to steam, 


surface through the secoad hole. The 
pressure of such a column of steam 
‘would be enormous. Aside from the ini- 
tial velocity of the steam, the descend- 
ing column of cold water would exert 
a pressure of at ieast 5000 pounds to 
the square inch, which would drive up 
through the secand hole everything 
movable. This done, the water heater 
would operate itself and a source of 
power be established which would sur- 
pass anything now in use.

PANAMA’S EXTINCT VOLCANO. 
—— 


Should It Break Its Silence of a Thous- 
and Years There Would Be 
Something Doing. 
[Exchange:] The terrible catastro- 
phe in Italy has caused some persons 
familir with the topography of Pana- 
ma to wonder what would happen in 
that country if there should ever be an 
ruption of El Volcan, the only voleano 
n the republic of Panama,” said 
Charles M. Browning of St. Louis, who 
has spent much time in the canal gone. 
“There would be nothing left of the 
Panama Canal if Ei Volean ever got 
ugly, added Mr. Browning, “but ac- 
cording to geologists there need be no 
apprehension, for there has not been 
an eruption for more than a thousand 


years. 

The Volcan is in the province of 
Chiriqui, the oldest Spanish settlemont 
in the western world. The continental 
divide reaches its greatest height in 
Chiriqul, the crater of El Volcan rising 
10,700 feet above the sea, the center of 
the main e r being about thirty-five 
miles from the Pacific coast and about 


‘twenty miles f the Atlantic. 
„Volcan is ne source of much 


mysticism to the“natives of Chiriqui— 
the Talamanca Indians—who live on 
its western slope. It is considered by 
them to be not only the father and 
creator of Chiriqui, but. also of the 
Indian race, they claiming and believ- 
ing that their ancestors were thrown 
up from the bowels of the earth 
2 the crater of the volcano. To 
this y they reverence it and fear it. 
“There are three distinct craters, in 
one of which there is a large sul- 
phurous lake. No vegetation appears 
until some 1000 feet down the precipl- 
tous sides. The Volcan appears to rise 
directly out of the ‘sea. The descent 
on the Atlantic side toward Bocas del 
Toro tis very precipitous. On the Pa- 
cific side it drops down from the main 
crater at about 45 deg. some 5000 feet, 
and from there on to the coast grad- 
ually, nearly 6000 feet in thirty-five 
miles.” 


The Bedouin's Fear. 


This Bedouin who was afraid of his 
bed is told of in a hospital report from 
Halfa, Palestine: “During the year 
we have had many patients from very 
desolate parts of Asia. One was a Be- 
douin, who had never been inside a 
house with windows and had never 
seen a bedstead. He wanted to sleep 
under the bed, fearing to fall off if 
he tried to sleep on it, saying, ‘I can't 
stay awake all night holding on to this 
bank; besides, it will not keep still!”

The Val Language. 

There is in use on the west coast of 
Africa a system of writing of native 
invention which is said to be success- 
fully competing with English writing. 
It is called the Val language, and was 
invented by Doalu Bukere, assisted by 
five of his friends. The characters re- 
semble the Egyptian hieroglyphics, but 
the tongue is said to be harmonious, 
relatively easy to pronounce, and with 
a grammar that is reasonable and far 
from difficult. It is being more and 
more used in West Africa, and will 
probably become the dominant form of 
native speech in Liberia and adjacent 
countries.—[{[Southern Workman.

Apple and Pear Orchards Set by New- 
comers—Poultry Raisers Favor 
Little City. 

Farmers and investors appear to 
show a preference for Beaumont apple 
lands and city lots, the sales for the 
week amounting to $4375. This includes 
twenty acres to poultry raisers from 
Fresno, a district from which many 
investors are moving to Beaumont.

Hunter Whe Shot Great Rare Bird is 
Found Guilty and Will Be Sen- 
tenced Tomorrow. 


For killing a condor, one of the rar- | 
est birds now in existence in North 
America, Deputy Constable F. L. Wal- 
lis of Pasadena was haled before Jus- 
tice Summerfield yesterday. He was 
found guilty of violating a section of 
the game laws of the State that pro- 
hibits the shooting of birds classed as 
scavengers, and will appear for sen- 
tence Monday.

Although Bulgaria is still young, and has through- 
out its existence been encountered by numerous diffi- 
culties, yet it is possessed of some prosperous towns. 
Sofia, the capital, is situated on the main line of 
railway between Vienna and Constantinople, about. 470 
miles southeast of Budapest. The town is built on a 
high rolling plain some 2000 feet above the sea. This 
plain is watered by the River Isker, and is surrounded 
by the Balkan Mountains. The town is backed on the 
south by the Vitosh Beak, which is situated only a few 
miles distant, and attains an elevation of 7500 feet 
above the sea. Its summit is generally covered with 
snow from the middle of November, but I have found its 
higher level completely snow-clad at the end of Octo- 
ber. The snow lasts until April or May, or even longer. 
The town is subject to extreme temperatures, the heat 
in summer being intense, and the cold in winter becom- 
ing very severe. Autumn sefs in about the middle of 
September, and by October winter has arrived. The 


have left Constantinople in weather seasonable to the 
height of summer, and found winter in Sofia. 


The houses are all well warmed; in fact, almost 
overheated, with stoves. All the more modern ones 
are provided with double windows, thereby demon- 
strating the great cold which is experienced in winter. 
The town has been fortified with outlying works, and 
is specially defended against any attack from Servia. 
The population of the city in 1905 was estimated at 
82,000, of which about two-thirds are Bulgarians. Of the 
remainder a considerable portion are Jews. Sofla has 
been almost entirely rebuilt during the last thirty years.

In him the love of ad- 
venture that had carried his great-grand-uncle over 
seas never to return was re-born; but his desire for a 
life on the briny deep was firmly vetoed by the folks 
at home. Not to be thwarted he promptly ran away 
and joined the navy. 

Years passed, and the runaway rose to the rank of 
lieutenant. By and by, the whirlgig of time brought to 
pass the triangular imbroglio in the Samoan archipel- 
ago that almost precipitated war between the United 
States, Great Britain and Germany. In those days the 
American navy didn’t amount to much; but the best of 
its ships were sent to Apia Harbor for the protection of 
Amercan interests. the warship Vandalia was 
Lieut. Ripley. Soon the discharge of his duties took 
him to the palace of the sorely-hectored monarch, King 
Malietoa, who was driven to his wits’ end by the de- 
mands of the German firm“ —and these were inforced 
by the German navy, without regard to reason, justice 
or equity. Merely as a word study, the full title of the 
“German firm” is worth being placed on record. Here 
is is: “Deutsche Handels und Plantagen Geselschaft 
fur Sud-See Inseln zu Hamburg.” 

At that critical period every American was persona 
grata at the palace, for in the presence of the Ameri- 
c ~arships Malietoa perceived the only hope that 
the monarchy would be preserved from utter and speedy 
extinction at the hands of the rapacious Germans. In 
Lie Ripley, however, he seemed to take an extraor- 
dinary interest, asking questions concerning his fam- 
ily history and antecedents that seemed strangely im- 
pertinent, even for a king.

When the ill-fated Vandalia went to pieces on the 
rocks, Lieut. Ripley swam the Apia reef to safety, and 
then returned through the very jaws of death to aid in 
the rescue of his fellow-officers and warines on board 
the sinking Trenton. As a reward for his bravery he 
was given a year’s leave of absence on full sea pay, and 
sent to the United States to tell the tale of the ship- 
wreck. He regarded the Samoan incident as closed, so 
far as his personal interest was concerned. 

Soon afterward, Malietoa was deposed, and Mataafa 
was elevated to the throne in his stead. The tripar- 
tate protectorate, under the German, English and 
American commissioners, made a sorry mess of affairs; 
and by and by Malietoa was recalled to reign jointly 
with Mataafa. Shortly after that, the son of Malietoa, 
heir apparent to the throne, died. Soon Mataafa died

STORY OF THE IMMACULATE CON- 
CEPTION AMONG INDIANS. |

OT the least interesting’ of the legends of the Te- 
N huas is the one told by the old men of the Pueblo 
of Santa Clara, purporting to give the history of 
Pose-Weve, the Moses or King Alfred of the Tehuas, to 
whom almost every good and enduring thing in their 
laws and customs is ascribed. 
It is said that when most of the Tehuas still dwelt in 
the cliff homes of Northern New Mexico, one branch of 
the tribe settled upon the Rio Caliente, attracted thither

wisdom to rule with justice, and power to overthrow | 
his enemies. At the same moment, his dress, appear- 

ance and demeanor were miraculously changed, while a 
gaping crowd of onlookers cazed and marveled. His 
rags were transformed into rich apparel; his stature 
was greatly increased, and his countenance assumed a 
dignity and nobility that marked him as a ruler of men. 


As soon as the head men assembled in the kiva heard 
of this miracle, their idle jest became sober earnest, and 
Poseyamo was elected cacique. The favor of the gods 
having been so wonderfully shown, all doubt of the 
reality of his celestial paternity was removed, and he 
was renamed Pose-weve, signifying “dew from heaven.” 


Under the beneficent rule of Pose-weve the commu- 
nity grew and prospered as never before.

For days the debate 
continued, until at last it was suggested in jest that 
even Poseyamo would be better than no cacique at all. 


No sooner was the suggestion made than some one, 
desirous of pushing the joke along, hastened to the 
humble home of Poseyamo and his mother with the 
news that his name was before the council as a candi- 
date for election as cacique of the community.

So great was the renown of wise cacique of Pose- 
winge that messengers came to the village from all 
Tehua communities, and even from alien and formerly 
hostile nations, beseeching him to visit them, give them 
new and just laws, supervise their ceremonial dances that 
they too might share in the favor of the gods, and give 
their caciques and head men the benefit of his wisdom 
and experience. Such was his kindness of heart that 
he never refused requests of this kind, so that much of 
his time was spent in travel, visiting even the most dis- 
tant pueblos and cliff towns. And peace and plenty pre- 
vailed throughout the land of cliffs and mesas so long as 
Pese-weve remained on earth. 


Then on one unhappy occasion he visited Tuge-winge, 
a community of cliff dwellers not far from where the 
village of Chamita now stands. For some unknown rea- 
son, the inhabitants affected not to recognize him, and. 
treated him as an unwelcome stranger. Enraged at the 
undeserved affront, he pronounced a curse upon the un- 
grateful people, and then disappeared forever from the 
sight of men. He had gone home to the gods, 


From the disappearance of Pose-weve dates the be- 
ginning of the decline, not only of the Tehuas, but of 
all Pueblo peoples. The clouds refused to part with 
their rains and the crops withered in the fields. Famine 
and pestilence decimated their numbers, and the Nava- 
jos and Apaches returned to wage successful war against 
them. Soon the cliffs were entirely depopulated, and 
the remnant of the race were compelled to build homes 
on the summits of lofty mesas, that they might the more 
easily defend themselves against their more numerous 
enemies. Pose-winge itself was abandoned, its walls 
leveled to the ground, and even its site all but forgotten. 
Only the hot springs remained, and their healing waters 
still made the birthplace of Pose-weve the Mecca of the 
Tehuas.

with slight variations in some instances: N 
“Behold and see as you pass bye: 
As you are now, so once was I; 
As I am now, so you must be. 
Prepare for death, to follow me.” 


Oftentimes, to the searcher tor epitaphs, the reading 
of the lines means considerable effort in clearing away 
the moss and lichens which overgrow the stones, espe- 
cially in the older cemeteries. In some cases the stones 
have completely fallen from their foundations and are 
partially buried in the débris which has accumulated 
through the passing years. But when the work is done 
there is considerable satisfaction in finding such an 
epitaph as the following, taken from a stone in a Cen- 
tral New York burying-ground: 

This world ts as a city. 
"Tis full of crooked streets. 
But death is the market-place, 
Where all poor mortals meet. 
If life was merchandise, 
That men could sell and buy, 
The rich would always live; 
The poor, only, die.” 7 

The hack writer, who was so often called upon to 
prepare the rhymes for the marble cutter, was evidently 
a great believer in poetic license, for many instances 
go to show that little regard was given to the strict 
rules of versification, as witness this from the Hudson, 
N. I., ¢emetery: 

| “In youthful bloom Death laid me down 
Here to await the trumpet sound.” 

In Dorchester, Mass., is a stone to the memory of a 
man who had been the village carpenter, tree grafter 
and a member of the church choir. It is said that in 
his last illness his wife neglected him, and his friends 
deemed the following as a fitting epitaph: 

“Long fifty years full well he wrought 

On buildings, fruit trees and the song; 
With age, infirmity was brought, 

He pined, neglected—was that wrong?” 9 

In Waterville, Me., there is the following: 

“Here lies the body of Richard Thomas, an English- 
man by birth. A Whig of 76. By occupation a cooper. 
Now food for worms. Like an old rum puncheon, 
marked, numbered and shooked. He will be raised and 
finished by his Creator in the last day.” 

While the last is not in rhyme, it shows the tendency 
to carry figurative language into the epitaph writing. 
The following, from a North Carolina cemetery, uses 
figures throughout and keeps the rhyme: 

“The form that fills this stilly grave 

Once tossed on Ocean's roaring wave, 
Plunged through its storms without dismay, 
And careless weltered in its spray; 

Wreck, famine, exile, scathless bore, 

Yet perished on this peaceful shore.

Directly opposite to the would-be efflorescent effusions 

which have been quoted is the simple inscription which 
appears on the Ethan Allen memoria! at Burlington, 
Vt., which reads as follows: 


Rests beneath this stone, 
the 12th day of February, 1759, 
Aged 50 years. 
His ‘Spirit tried the Mercies of his God 
In Whom alone he believed 
and 
strongly trusted.” 
Of interest in a surgical way, possibly, is this which 
appears in an English cemetery: | 
7 “Here lies Dame Mary Page, 
Relict of Sir Gregory Page, Bart. 
She departed this life March 4, 1728, 
In the 56th year of her age. 
In 67 months she was tapped 66 times 
and had taken away 240 
gallons of water.“ 

Thus it will be seen that the inscriptions on tomb- 
stones cover a wide range of themes and nearly all 
shades of sentiment, and any visitor to a cemetery, with 
a ready note-book, can make a collection of epitaphs 
for himself which will always prove o ‘nterest.

It should be understood that nearly all the new coins 
required for circulation are shipped direct from the 
mints to the subtreasuries, but a stream of old metal 
money sent in for redemption is continually flowing 
through the Treasury at Washington, and most of it 
goes out again into business channels after being 
counted. For this purpose it is that the reckoning ma- 
chines are chiefly used, though also for counting con- 
siderable quantities of new coins that are received at 
intervals from the Philadelphia mint packed in kegs. 

The life“ of a silver dollar in constant circulation 
is only four or five years, at the end of which it is so 
much worn that it has to be retired and replaced with 
a new one. A dime, which passes from hand to hand 
so much oftener, suffers a wear and tear proportion- 
ately more rapid. All worn-out pieces, of whatever de- 
nomination, are thrown out in the counting of old coins 
received for redemption at the Treasury, and are sent 
back to Philadelphia as so much raw material for re- 
minting. The fresh ones substituted for them are sup- 
plied from Philadelphia as fast as they may happen to 
be required, in kegs as aforesaid, these kegs, the safest 
possible receptacles, being so carefully made that they 
cost $8 each. |

it escapes the eye, a false ring, as it drops into the 
palm with its fellows, reveals its spurious character. 

Many counterfeits of copper cents reach the Treasury. 
It seems odd that such should be the case, inasmuch as 
the profit on their manufacture must be so small. But 
they have the advantage of being easy to pass. People 
rarely take the trouble to examine a penny when tak- 
ing it in change. This humble kind of counterfeiting, 
by the way, is done mostly by Italians in New York 
City, who dispose of their output largely through ped- 
dlers. 

During the last fiscal year the Philadelphia mint 
turned out 81,170,812 copper cents, and 22,686,002 5-cent 
nickels. All coins of these denominations have been 
made hitherto in the Quaker City. But recently Con- 
gress made a new law permitting the coinage of nick- 
els and pennies at any of the mints, and in November 
last the first cents, 1,000,000 of them, were struck in 
San Francisco. This is a very interesting circumstance, 
when it is considered that up to within a comparatively 
few years of the present time coppers were not circu- 
lated west of the Mississippi River, and in California 
were not recognized as money. — | 

One of the most puzzling questions is, What becomes 
of the pennies? About 80,000,000 of them are manufac- 
tured and put into circulation every year, and, though 
a great many eventually come back to the Treasury for 
redemption, the majority are never seen again. They 
simply disappear. Inasmuch as they are practically

ECCENTRIC OLD MAN Wuo LIVES 


AMONG THE MOUNTAINS. 
By a Special Contributor. 

SHORT distance up one of the tributaries of the 
San Gabriel Cafion, “so near and yet so far“ from 
6 civilization and its pleasures, lives Louis Lamson 
Halstead, a feeble old man of eighty-six winters, who 
for nearly ten years has made of life a lonely, seques- 
tered game of solitaire. He lives alone, self-ostracized; 
a human derelict floating on the vitiated sea of mor- 
bidity. Nations may rise or fall, wars may be lost or 
won, fortunes may be made or squandered, yet he 
neither knows nor cares. The world fs dead so far as 
he is concerned. Surrounded by high brush-clad moun- 
tains, with no companions but the birds and squirrels, 
with no desire to hear or commune with his kind, he 
is dead so far as the world is concerned. 

“Uncle John,” as he is called by the few who know 
of his existence, fs the watchman of an old mine upon 
which, for years past, only the assessment work has 
been done. For his services John receives $5 a month, 
which is more than enough for all his needs, as bacon, 
flour, coffee and a little tobacco is all he has ever been 
known to buy. : . 

This mine, since it was first worked in 1868, has 
changed hands a great many times, and John, like an 
old horse that is sold with the farm, has been handed 
down from one owner to the next. 

Why he should choose to live this solitary life has 
deen the subject of a great many discussions. Some 
think he is merely a pessimist. A few there are who 
claim that John, having been disappointed in love, went 
to the mountains where hé could forget and forgive. 
This, however, is a mistak idea. In the first place, 
living by one’s self does not help one to forget. Jolly 
companions and clinking glasses may sink the past into 
oblivion; but solitude—never. In the second place, his 


whole history shows that he became a hermit through 
the natural course of events. Environment is every- 


thing. It will make a saint of a devil, or a devil of a 
saint. Of John it made a recluse. 


With the most of us, memory, I regret to say, is very 
much like scenery. The farther away from it we get 
the dimmer it becomes. Not so with John. He lives 
in the past. He revels in it. And when he talks, which 
is seldom, it is always to relate some incident of by- 
gone days or some episode relating to a friend long 
dead and buried. 


Sixteen years ago Halstead, then a jovial, hale-fellow- 
well-met, rather given to keeping jovial company than 
to brooding by himself, went to the mine to replace, 
as watchman, a man who had sickened and died—died 

of loneliness. At first he found the life almost unbear- 
able. He hated the rough, barren mountains, the awful 
silence, the intense dreariness of it all. From his cabin 
_ hig. up on the mountainside he could look for miles 

“over dreary, cheerless peaks, some so close that their 
rocks and brush were plainly visible, others so blue 
and far-away that they seemed but part of the sky. 
This made him melancholy, and he never lost an op- 
portunity to go to the valley where waggish friends 
and palatable beverages were plentiful and comforting. 
Gradually the love of solitude, the love of the free, un- 
restrained life of the mountains, got into his blood as 
the love of economizing comes upon the miser, and he 
found the long-anticipated trips to civilization were 
becoming less and less enjoyable. At last he came out 
only when it wis necessary, to procure provisions. 
About ten years ago he made an arrangement with the 
rangers whereby they agreed to bring, at regular inter- 
vals, the few things he needed from the outside world 
and leave them at the foot of the mine trail. He has 


not been out of the mountains since, for that which he 


at first hated (solitude) he at last loves. 


When John first went to his mountain home, he found 
it necessary to level off a small area of ground upon 
which to erect his cabin. Then he decided to smooth 
up another space for a woodpile and another for a 
garden. As this was his only means of occupying his 
time, he kept on digging and leveling until at last it 
has become a mania with him, and now he labors un- 
der the delusion that he will one day completely de- 
molish that gigantic hill. 

Often while I was at the mine with Ar. Willard, who 
was doing the assessment work, I have been wakened 
by the scrape of Halstead’s door as he went out to 
work, followed by the squeak of his loaded wheel- 
barrow. This was generally about 3 o’clock in the

But walking with a dog is different. You think less 
and observe more. The expedition has acquired a nose, 
and four ecstatic, tireless legs.

“Letters, Macaroons,” you admonish severely—‘let- 
ters to dear people who don't live in California.” — 

“We do,” argues Macaroons, pressing his nose flat 
against your knee, till, half-unconsciously, you lay 
aside your pen. “Come on, then. Let's enjoy our- 
selves!” 

So, Egeria being busy in the kitchen, you shut up 
your portfolio, and sneak, somewhat hurriedly, down 
the road. Perhaps she won't call to inquire where you 
are going! And it isn’t a walk, anyway—impossible 
at this time of day, with so many other things to be 
done. It’s just a little stroll to favor Macaroons, who 
frisks and capers ahead, stopping now and again to dig 
frantically for imaginary gophers. . 

There has been a windstorm overnight, and fhe gray 
road has become rosy with scattered pepper berries.

Yes; Egeria and I are always tired when there is 
anything to be got by resting—either a far view from 
the top of a toilsome hill, or a bit of experimental way- 
side conversation, which, after all, is merely another 
form of elongated vision. 

So we sat in the sun a while and listened to the bee- 
man's stories of golden treasure, jealously-guarded 
princesses, rival queens, tragic wooings, famines; and 
flerce exterminating wars. “History with wings,” 
Egeria calls it. And that evening there was honey for 
supper! 

Indeed, people who haven't tried it have no idea of 
the variety of perquisites that can be brought home in 
strictest honesty from the most casual of half-hour 
walks. Exqutsite ferns, free to any, lilies of rarest 
variety, the many beautiful wild flowers that will more 
than repay cultivation in some neglected corner of 
your garden. Egeria and I make a practise of carrying 
a little change with us on our expeditions, for though 
there is practically no unowned fruit in California, 
anything you see and covet you can buy, from almonds 
to a setting of duck eggs for an ultimately much- 
amazed Black Minorca.

“The Lyceum saw my first public performance of the : 
part, but I played Hamlet for absolutely the first time— 
when I was 12! .

Where Our Heat Comes From. 


An unusually hot day in summer or a mild one in 
winter in the United States is due not to an increased 
amount of heat received directly from the sun, but to : ;

This is 
brought out ciearly in a recent investigation by Prof. 
Bigelow of the United States Naval Observatory. An | q 
increase in solar radiation will add to the heat of the ; 
tropics, but owing to the fact that it causes an inflow q 
of cold air from the poles it decreases the tempera- 
ture in middle latitudes. All this is specially true of 
countries spreading over wide continental areas, as the 
United States does. 7. 
In an investigation of the weather records of the whole 
country, Prof. Bigelow finds that the pact States 
form really à part of the tropical system, in which the 
atmosphere is generally quiet, being free from the great 
circular storms characteristic of the rest of the conti- 
nent. Thus the eternal summer of Southern California 
is due to the fact that just here the tropics thrust up a 
calm area into the more turbulent region miscalled the

A DELIGHTFUL Coast THAT MANY 
TOURISTS Do NOT VISIT. 


By a Special Contributor. — 


O most of its winter visitors the Riviera, the fa- 

mous coast of marble villas, palms and orange blos- 

soms, is confined to the strip between Cannes and 
Genoa, overlooking the attractions of the littoral east 
from Genoa to Spezia, the “Riviera di Levante,” which 
is mostly given over to tourists from Germany. 


To those whose real reasons for wintering in the 
south are a desire to wear gorgeous attire, to bask in 
the smiles of world-wide celebrities taking their in- 
formal ease, or for the dubious attractions of Monte 
Carlo, the Riviera di Levante has but little to offer. 
But to those who seek the picturesque, to the invalid 
craving sunshine and quiet, or to the hardy who delight 
in excursions on horseback or afoot, this part of the 
coast offers charms unsurpassed even by its more fa- 
mous neighbors to the west. : 

The Riviera di Levante is Italian, essentially and in- 
tensely so, and while it has all the drawbacks—to an 
American visitor—of the country, at the same time it, 


that Italy, the land of art, picturesqueness and super- 
sentimentality, that even the most practical of minds 
seems to crave at times. 


The starting point of the Levantine Riviera is Genoa, 
the “City of the Bended Knee” rising on its hills around 
the bay. One who has not visited that coast could 
hardly credit the tremendous differences of climate that 
exist in places so near together. While Turin and 
Milan, only a few hours away, are freezing in a temper- 
ature close to zero, the coast, protected by its mountain 
barrier, is sunning itself comfortably and picking its 
oranges and lemons from the trees.

HE Southern California landscape looked flat and 

- commonplace under the parchimg July sun. Tall

Burial caskets of the least expensive sorts, of white 
wood stained in imitation of oak or mahogany, may be 
bought at a cost not much greater than that of a coffin; 
and a cloth-covered casket may now be had as low as 
$40. The great majority of caskets sold are those rang- 
ing in price up to about $100, and the 
is for caskets black-cloth-covered. 


There are burial caskets covered with embossed vel- 

vet; and metallic caskets of aluminum and bronze, 
burial caskets of bronze costing from $1100 to $1800; 
and there are many caskets, some in great simplicity 
of design and others richly covered, made in various 
fine woods. 
Here is a massive burial casket of teakwood; its cost 
$1000. Here is a casket of dark red mahogany finished 
with marquetry work, the inlay being of a sycamore, the 
price being $900. Here is a casket made of what is 
called vermilion wood, of a deeper hue than even the 
darkest red mahogany and having a beautiful grain. 
And here is a simple and beautiful casket of white ma- 
hogany, this costing $650. 7 

Burial caskets made of the silver maple are very beau- 
tiful. Of its natural color the maple would be very 
light, almost white, but to be used for this purpose it 
is so treated as to make it gray, and this not on the sur- 
face alone, but gray all through. It is a wood with beau- 
tifal natural markings, and this beautifully-marked gray 
wood is finished in the made-up casket with a dull 
smooth polish.

Children's Courts in Italy. 

The first society for the application of probation 
in italy was founded at Rome on May 10, 1906. In this 
past year three similar societies have been founded at 
Milan, Turin, and Florence, while a ministerial circular 
issued on May 10 last provides for the separate hear- 
ing of juvenile cases—in other words, marks the com- 
mencement of children’s courts in Italy. 

These results, as will easily be understood, have not 
been obtained without much effort, and the whole story 
of the struggle may perhaps have interest for those 
who care to trace the developnient of reforms. But 
that which lends to this movement a special interest 
is the fact that it has been entirely due to private initi- 
ative, and the initiative in most cases of very young 
people. The movement has now the royal patronage, 
and is assisted by a government subsidy, while many 
notable men of de political and legal worlds are con- 
tent to give it their support.

GARDEN ANNUALS. 


How THEY MAY BE MADE‘USEFUL FOR 
"TRANSIENT Errrer 


By Ernest Braunton. 


CCASIONALLY a garden plat may not be utilized 

for permanent effects during the first year, and 

yet some flowers are desired. The writer knows of 
several pieces of ground that have been made beautiful 
for one short season by the use of annuals alone. The 
soil being somewhat deficient in all plant foods, the 
owner put on immense quantities of stable manure and 
the whole area was plowed, subsoiled and everything 
possible done to mix soil and fertilizer. On top of this 
a foot of good soil was hauled and into this still more 
manure was mixed. It was then thought desirable to 


leave it for a year and once more plow and thoroughly 


mix before smoothing off for landscaping. This is one 


of the very best methods of treating land, as results 


have proved. The whole plat was laid out in temporary 
beds and a grand array of flowers grown during the one 
summer. 


Though all of the seeds were planted in the garden, 
many of the sorts are best planted in boxes or seed beds, 
to be afterward placed in proper place for summer. 
None of the seeds were hopelessly mixed, but every 
kind was kept in a zone by itself so far as was possible. 
The borders next to paths were sown to sweet alyssum, 
lobelia, and portulaca. Back of these were bal- 
sams, calendula, candytuft, forget-me- not coolest 
and shadiest spots,) marigold, mignonette, nasturtium, 
nemophila, pansy, phlox, pinks, stocks and verbena. 
Where the plats were somewhat deeper another scatter- 
ing of seeds was made still back of those just listed, 
consisting of our California poppy, calliopsis (coreopsis,) 
clarkia, cockscomb, columbine, cornflower, godetia, gail- 
lardia, larkspur, and poppy in variety, also zinnias. All 
around against the fence were planted zones of castor 


bean, cone flower, cosmos, four-o’clock, and sunflowers — 


in variety. On the fence line the following were sown 
in a single, shallow trench, and when the plants ap- 
peared the first shoots were trained on the wire-mesh 
fence after which they were left for the summer: Cobea, 
mina, morning glory, nasturtium, scarlet runner, and 
Nearly everything listed grew and flowered 
with unusual vigor and throughout summer and autumn 
no garden in the whole town (really a city) could com- 
pare with it in variety and number of blooms. About 
the whole garden, though, there was a glint and 
glamour that spoke of a short blaze of glory soon to be 
dissipated. For a single season only would it please. 
More permanent effects are desirable and a limited 
amount of annuals should each year be used for incl- 


dental planting. These may be planted in various va- 


cant spots, on bulb sites where the tops of the latter 
have died down early in spring as do many of the so- 
called Dutch bulbs and anywhere a little bare space may 
be found. 


The Bird of Paradise Flower. 


We have no garden plant that possesses a richer com- 
bination of foliage and flower than the one popularly 
known as the Bird of Paradise flower (Strelitzia reginae.) 
This name is sometimes applied to our common species 
o? Caesalpinia on account of the stamens of the latter 
being thrust far out of the flower on long filaments, but 
the flower of the shrub does not approach that of our 
subject in beauty of color or tropical sufficiency. On 


account of its great desirability the Strelitzia has never 


been a low-priced plant nor will it ever be. it is slow 
of growth, difficult to obtain in large size and is equally 
at home in pot, tub, or garden bed. The two chief col- 
ors of the flower are purple and orange, shades no 
woman would dare attempt to harmonize on hat or 
clothing, yet in this flower they seem to match perfectly.

Gophers and Moles. 
Gophers still continue to prove a pest in our city gar- 
dens despite the fact that cats are very fond of gopher 
meat and outnumber the gophers in the city, judging 
by their midnight carols, by at least a million to one. 
Poisoning in the city is an extremely dangerous method 
of ridding a gardén of any animal, and trapping is easy, 
and gopher traps are cheap. So many complaints are 
made that gophers are hard to trap, but this is not a 
fact. So many have told the writer that they have an 
old gopher who has been partially caught one or more 
times and snapped the trap still more times and cannot

has personally caught too many hundreds of gophers 
during the past score of years to be led by any such 
Any human being who cannot prove his 
wits superior to that of a gopher is pretty poor stuff. 
On one place the writer caught more than 200 gophers, 
over forty during the first month, and some of them 
proved quite wary and either sprung the traps or were 
“partially caught” many times, but all were finally cap- 
tured. Moles are still harder to trap than are gophers, 
and the traps are more costly. Though moles are in- 
sect eaters, a few crystals of strychnine placed in ker- 
nels of fresh unroasted peanuts have been found very 
destructive to them, and as they die and remain beneath 
the soil and the poison is placed in closed runs, little 
danger is incurred of poisoning cats and dogs. |

Though carnations as a rule do best in light soil, there 


are exceptions which prove the rule. Every grower of 
large experience will tell you that one or two, 
times more, will thrive much better in a stiff 

soil. One of the heaviest growers in the United States 
found that out of a hundred standard sorts, two only 
(Buttercup and McGowan) demanded the heaviest soll 
on the nursery and refused to do well on any of the 
lighter soils, no matter what the treatment given nor 
how they were fertilized.

Overfertilization. 


On small garden plats owned by enthusiastic amateur 
gardeners it frequently occurs that the soil is over- 
fertilized. It has even occurred on farm lands that the 
soil has become “acid” from too much farm manure and 


the residues of other fertilizers. Those who make a 


practice of scattering fresh wood ashes in the gar- 


den are generally relieved from trouble in this respect, 
as the ashes contain a heavy (30) per cent. of lime. Air- 
slaked lime should be applied to these sour soils and 
thoroughly incorporated wherever possible by a deep 
spading. In fact, a light application of lime is good for 
every garden if given once a year. 


Carnation Soils. 


Being a surface feeder a light sandy loam is the best 
soll, although if thoroughly mulched, any ordinary gar- 
den loam will produce good bloom. Use decomposed 
cow manure. Lighten your soll well before planting 
and give thorough surface dressing of cow manure after 


‘ planting and twice a year thereafter. Do not stir soil 


deeply, but lightly rake over the surface after watering.

Plant Study at School. 


A few days ago a school teacher asked how we would 
teach botany to beginners. Well, there should be no 

“botany” for beginners. Plant life should be studied 
at schooi from the very first year of attendance, and the 
transition to real scientific study and classification of 
plant life would be but a step higher so that what is 
known as botany in the schools at present would be but 
a higher branch of plant study. Pupils should be taught 
the “why and wherefore’ of everything they are called

The Maidenhair Tree. 


In sections of our State too cold for our tender ever- 
green street trees, yet where the atmosphere is not too 
dry and hot in summer the maiden-hair tree should be 
given a trial—it does fairly well in and about Los An- 
geles. While considered a deciduous tree it is bare of 
leaf, but a very short time. Its popular name is war- 
ranted by the resemblance of its foliage to the maiden- 
hair fern, particularly to the large-leafed species known 
to botanists’ and nurserymen as Adiantum Farleyense. 
Its scientific name is properly Ginkgo biloba, though our 
English cousins persist in calling it Salisburia adianti- 
folia. In Washington it has proven one of the very best

In a state of nature, the domestic fowl, as we under- 
stand it, would soon degenerate and produce at most one 
or two clutches of eggs in a yea, the remainder of her 
energy undoubtedly being spent in hustling for a liv- 
ing. Under domestication, however, much of this en- 
ergy finds expression in the production of more hen 


tend to the expenditure of energy at the cost of egg 
production. It is the writer’s opinion that climatic 
and seasonal conditions in a mysterious way also have 
an influence on production among fowl quite as much 
as they do on orchard and field crops. Touching Whit- 
taker’s Barred Rocks, however, a number of savants 
within the realm of fur and feather, have been good 
enough to send to The Times the reasons why in their 
opinion these particular El Monte Barred Rock hens 
refuse to do business at the old stand in the same old 
way; a number of these are here given in the order of 
their importance: 


Closer Quarters Essential. 


H. L. Miller of this city says: 7 3 

“I beg to submit my opinion regarding the failure of 
good egg production from Mr. Whittaker's fine flock 
mentioned yesterday. 

“First. The hens and pullets should be confined in 
closer quarters until, say, 1 o'clock each day. Laying 
out the natural season is largely a matter of induced 
habit, and the hens should lay immediately after their 
warm morning mash. Mr. Whittaker has such a fine 
feeding ground that his hens run out and forget all 
about laying, and it runs to fat. Rocks seem more 
prone to take on fat than almost any other breed. 

“I feel certain that the following suggestions will 
produce the desired results for him: 

“Confine the hens until 1 o'clock. x 

“Keep shells and charcoal constantly before them. 

“Reduce the fat at once, by making them scratch for 
all feeds except the mash. : 

“Add to the mash one part of rolled barley to two 
of bran, one cup of oil-cake meal one-half cup of com- 
mercial egg food. 0 

“His February pullets 
by October 1. 7 

“A few of my experiences may not be uninteresting. 
Disgusted with store eggs and chickens, I ‘caught the 
fever,’ and started with six hens and a cock on May 8, 
1905, with no knowledge of California conditions. 
Needless to say, I had all of the ‘experiences’ common 
to beginners, including roup, swelled head, mites, lice, 
chicken pox, bowel complaint, etc., and for the first two 
years lost on an average one hen every two months. 
My. experience for the year 1908 follows: Chickens had 
no attention, except a half-hour every morning in the 
year, with some little extra care on Saturday afternoon 
and Sundays. During the short days of winter, my wife 
feeds them mixed grain at night. Average number of 
laying hens January 1 to September 1, 22; September- 
October, 36; November-December, 42; average number 
for year 27. Total number of eggs laid 3881. Average 
per hen per year 144. Of my flock. 36 are Rhode Island 
Reds, and the remainder Barred Rocks and Minorcas. 
I have made no efforts to deal in fancy stock, and the 
year’s account follows, at market rates obtained: 

Production for January 277 eggs, February 408, March 
527, April 542, May 349, June 327, July 295, August 303, 
September 232, October 158, November 182, Decem- 
ber 281, making a total of 3881 eggs, to which 
must be added 20 pullets. Eight of my February pullets 
were laying in September. 

“Sales were as follows: Fourteen puliets, $16; 40 
sacks, $1.40; old hens, $4.35; 2453 eggs, $71.44, giving a 
total of $93.19. | 

“To which add 1428 eggs used, $41.65: 17 cockerels, 
$13.75; 20 pullets, $20. Total, $168.59. 

“Total cost all supplies, $109.33—and well worth the 
money.” |

consists of two parts wheat to one part cracked corn, 
with ground alfalfa and meat scrap; these latter at rate 
of about one measure to twenty of the grain. My 
method of feeding is by hopper, divided into a number 
of departments. I am using a self-feeder. I keep shell, 
grit and charcoal in separate departments of the feeder 
and the mixed dry feed in others, always being sure to 
have feed before the fowls. I have given them very 
little exercise outside of the corrals. It may be that 
right at this point Whittaker has made his greatest 
mistake. Excessive exercise is not good for Plymouth 
Rocks, whatever it may do for other breeds. Mine have 
been out of the corrals on an average once per week, 
and only for an hour at a time. The Plymouth Rock 
hens have furnished me about fifteen eggs per month 
each, ever since they began to lay, which was about 
one year ago, and did fully that well while eggs were at 
the highest price. I am sorry I cannot say as much 
for other breeds that I have had all through this period, 
and have treated the same as I have the Plymouth 
Rocks.” 


Minorcas Growing in Popularity. 


That the Black Minorcas are becoming more popular 
every year was demonstrated at the late Breeders’ Show, 
where there were cooped eighty-three Rose and Single 
Combs, exhibited by nine different breeders. That 
the Minorca as a show bird is also a good layer was 
proven by the fact that the first-prize single-comb pul- 
let was hatched from eggs purchased from a breeder 
who trap-nests his hens and who claims that some of 
his breeding birds have records of from 200 to 240 
eggs per year. From the picture of the first-prize Rose

FIELD NOTES. 
Long ~ataple Cotton. 


W ALTER T. SWINGLE, in charge of plant-life 


history inveetigations for the Department of 
Agriculture, wrote me recently as follows: 

“It is a mistake to plant short-staple cotton in a long- 
staple country, with the risk of deterioration of the 
seed through crossing. It would be far better for Cali- 
fornia growers to wait a year, before importing Texas 
seed with the risk that entails of introducing the boll 
weevil and spoiling the Egyptian cotton seed. If the 
Egyptian makes good, as will be decided in a few weeks 
by the market reports from the New England mills, 
there is going to be a scarcity of good seed that will 
make all the more regrettable any admixture with the 
inferior Texas cotton.” This advice will be of great 
interest to the Imperial Valley, where cotton planting 


promises to be extensive in the future.

T a meeting of eucalyptus growers last week I was 
„ e. specimens of wood apparently perfectly cured 
or seasoned, which had been taken from a green tree 
only sixty days. The wood was finished in “mahogany” 
and on one side of the prism in natural color. No sign 
of checking was visible. The preparation of eucalyptus 
wood is only in its infancy, but the progress 
seems to be substantial and satisfactory. These sam- 
“ples were of the common blue gum, and the wood was 
cured by an artificial process which I did not hear given 
in detail. But the most remarkable part of the showing 
lies in the fact that it dealt with a wood having a con- 
tinuous and heavy ascent of water. The capacity of a 
species or variety of tree to keep active the conditions 
of water ascent regulates its height, to a great extent, 
and the living cells of wood only have the power to 
lift the water from the roots. The eucalyptus family 18 
the most lofty of all trees and hence must contain a 
great deal more water than most species. This may 
account for the curing of these woods so easily, and cer- 
tainly does explain their liability to check rapidly. Ifa 
species of hardwood has been found in the eucalypts 
that will season quickly and firmly by artificial means 
we may look for a more rapid utilization of this wood 
for merchandise purposes than has been anticipated.

Renewal of Trees. 


— — — 


AM requested to suggest the best way of “pruning 

up” old fruit trees that have been allowed to ramble 
to an extreme height from the ground. The benefits of 
this heading-back system will be twofold—it will in- 
crease the density of the shade, and make the trees bear 
better fruit. Cut into the large branches from the un- 
der side with a saw, then a little farther out and on 
the upper side cut with the saw till the branch falls. 
This will prevent splitting, and the remaining part will 
be sound. A second cut at an angle will smooth the 
wound and leave a clean stub. These wounds should 
be dressed, about a month after cutting, with a thick 
paint of white lead and boiled linseed oil. If the trees 
are not in decay, or diseased, they may be completely 
restored by good cultivation and the liberal use of sta- 
ble manure. The fertilizer should be applied all over 
the soil in which the feeding roots abound. 


The Farm Labor Problem. 


O discussion at a farmers’ meeting can be made acri- 

monious in shorter order than that of the farmer’s 
treatment of his heip. For an outsider to intrude is like 
interference with the fundamental right of a man and 
wife to quarrel. I witnessed quite a sincere wrangle 
over the labor question down the State a few weeks ago, 
and I fear to little effect under the agricultural condi- 
tions that prevail in California. I threw a discordant 
suggestion into the discussion by remarking that so long 
as the farmer insists on letting some one else do his 
maxketing for him he would never have enough money 
to pay American labor American prices to keep it on 
the farm. The suggestion was discordant only because it 
was new to the old-fashioned farmer, even though his 
grandfather sold with his own hand and brain every mite 
of produce he raised. 

I believe the farm-labor question is agrarian, instead 
of social or administrative. I believe, further, that it 
is being solved upon agrarian lines more rapidly than 
most of us comprehend. It is not socialistic to hold that 
an equal division of the agricultural lands would be 
beneficial to the whole country, for that division has 
already come to some extent upon the basis of better 
farm economics. In hundreds of cases the farming of 
dig tracts of land is the only alternative, unless the 
land lie idle or go to. pasturage; in tens-of-thousands of 
cases the agrarian idea prevails, and the profits of in- 
tensive cultivation have led the large land owners to 
partition their acreage to the small farmer. This Kind 
of agrarianism is substantial, having been brought 
about by true economics. It has already solved the 
farm-labor question in hundreds of Californian districts, 
and its influence is being felt throughout the State. 

“ Of what profit is it then to recite how prone the 
American hired help is to get drunk and go to bed 
‘with his boots. on. That class of men would do the 
same were he made a stevedore or a janitor in the city. 
Under the big idea of grain farming, vine growing or 
orcharding, where employment is indeterminate, and 
most of the season entirely suspended what chance is 
there for an American with a family who wishes to

offered here for a trained farm hand to acquire a farm 
of his own? Even were their remuneration attractive 
and constant work provided there are elements lacking 
that prevent the building up of rural communities and 
bringing in of privileges and opportunities which no 
American will forego. We were told at that meeting 
that the dietary was poor, sleeping accommodations nil, 
social advantages none and the pay rather light. But 
it is useless to complain of these things in the face of 
deeper economic conditions that would be in evidence 
even if the farm hand were treated like a king. He de- 
serves better treatment, but it should be in the line of 
recognition of merit, opportunity to make a little money 
and the provident portion of him to invest in land of 
his own, and when enough of these American house- 
holders are congregated the farm-labor question is 
solved for all time—not by agitation or governmental 
help, but by natural laws and opportunities that come 
with the cultivation of the small farm. The solution is 
coming fast and in this way. Then what is the use of 
bringing in more coolies when there is a better way.

Soil Deterioration. 


LONG with a half-dozen other farm questions that 

came in today for reply, one is the oft-recurring hu- 
mus query. I am asked by a man who has decided to 
invest in a ready-made orange orchard to give the causes 
of the humus famine of which he hears so much in Cali- 
fornia. It is not peculiarly a California cry for humus. 
It is, or should be, a national appeal. The absence of 
humus is the basic cause of smaller crop yields through- 
out a large percentage of the agricultural districts of the 
United States. Some of the causes of humus depletion 
are shortage of rough manures, growing land continu- 
ally to one crop, burning straw and the continued de- 
pendence upon commercial fertiljzers. Nothing in Cali- 
fornia soil culture is receiving more attention today 
than humus, and well may one be pardoned for contin- 
ually keeping the subject before the fruit growers of the 
State. Indeed our national resources have become les- 


‘sened by the waste or absence of humus to an extent 


that would be appalling could the losses be set forth in 
dollars. Death to micro-organic bodies, the ruination 
of soil texture and the lessening of permeability with 
the closing of water storage capacity all follow the de- 
struction of humus. This means the practical locking 
up of mineral plant food in soils otherwise perfectly 
adapted to the production of regular and profitable 
crops. 


Renovating crops can be grown among the trees, but 
they bring profits only as they increase the activities 
of the trees. The leading commercial firms long since 
ceased to recommend their fertilizers to be used alone 
on orchards depleted of humus. Legumes, with their 
nitrogen-fixing powers, and with enough body to supply 
some humus, have the preference. though what the or- 
ange growers generally are to do for humus when 
leguminous and other green crops can no longer find 
room to grow among the trees is one of the great future 
problems. The humus question is more acute because 
this complex but necessary ingredient is exceedingly 
difficult to maintain in the open, porous soils character- 
istic of the best orange lands. It is aggravating to 
know that our soils contain in abundance all mineral 
plant food and yet see nature close the bank when the 
last deposit of humus is withdrawn. When our boasted 
orange crop is always to be, but never is, in excess of 
28,000 cars, we might justly charge the deficiency to the 
lack of humus. | 
Nature’s Hygiene.

As it is, I cannot recommend any of the above 
qualities, for that would be encroaching upon the 
ground of a well-known doctor whose pages follow mine 
in regular and enlightening order. But it has been inti- 
mated to me that some of the eucalyptus promoters 
were biting off more in their advertisements than the 
public is willing to masticate, and if I can suggest to 
them a few properties of this antipodean plant and yet 
not trespass upon the medical department, it would 
give the public yet more to amaze. 


But perhaps I had better stay within my sphere and 
remark upon the efforts the best friends of the eucalyp- 
tus propaganda are making to advance the hardwood in- 
terests of the State. With them it is to be a steady 
progress in the growth and manipulation of these woods. 
The real friends of the great timber movement are not 
the men who are publishing extravagant claims, or lead- 
ing the people to buy any kind of land to plant to euca- 
lyptus Many who have eucalyptus-growing proposi- 
tions to offer are now joining in the work of demon- 
strating the value and availability of this wood. Blue

Disease and Crime. 


“There is so much good in the worst of us, 

And so much bad in the best of us, 

That it hardly behooves any of us 

To talk about the rest of us.” : 
The. body politic has its diseases as well as the indi- 
vidual human body. Just as the medical doctors ignore 
the causes of disease and tinker with the effects, so do 
social reformers, in most cases, fail to look below the 
surface for the underlying causes of crime and 
misery. If it can be shown that one of the 
leading causes of crime is wrong living—especially 
wrong diet—and consequently, an inharmonious condi- 
tion of the body, which reacts on the mind, then it will 
be readily admitted that this is a most important phase 
of the “care of the body.” . 


In this article the editor purposes discussing this 
question as briefly as the magnitude of the subject will 
permit, calling to his aid the observations of an emi- 
nent physician, who for many years has had exceptional 
facilities for studying the various phases of crime, their 
cause and their possible cure. Re 


There has been a most alarming increase of crime in 
this country during the past few years, particularly in 
the large cities. Chicago is regarded as a typical 
American city. In Chicago, recently, husbands and 
fathers, in residence sections, found it necessary to 
organize private police forces, to defend their women 
from outrage. A day scarcely passed when women 
were not assaulted on the street—sometimes on lead- 
ing streets, not far from the business center. Many of 
them were robbed, and not a few murdered. Scores of 
cases were never heard of by the public. Either the 
police effectually suppressed the news of them, or else 
the families covered up the misfortune which had be- 
fallen them. The City Attorney of Chicago recently 


estimated that a burglary is committed in the city every 


three hours, a hold-up every six hours, a suicide every 
day and a murder every day. An awful record this, 
surely, for the second largest city in the foremost nation 
of the world, in the opening years of the twentieth cen- 
fury. In an article, contributed to the Chicago Tribune, 
by a woman member of the Chicago Board of Educa-< 
tion, the writer said: | 

“Hunting women and hitting them on the head with a 
piece of gas pipe seems to be the favorite sport of the 
Chicago Man. The man lies in wait for his prey as an 
East Indian hunter awaits the approach of a tigress. It 
is considered rare evidence of sportsmanship to capture 
the prey near her home, just as it is regarded as a proof 
of supreme skill when the hunter slays the tigress near 
her lair. 

“Sometimes they hit her on the head with a bludgeon; 
sometimes they hold a cloth, saturated with chloroform, 
to her nostrils; sometimes they bind and gag her and 
carry her into the seclusion of an alley shed; sometimes 
they strike her with their bare fists or with brass 
knuckles. It makes little difference which method they 
use. They attack her, beat her, leave her senseless 
on the street, or kill her. | 

“The hunters engage in their ‘sport’ unmolested. It 


is cheaper to hunt women in Chicago than to kick a | 
stray dog or beat a heaving horse. The risk of being | 
cities of this country—conditions that are almost, if not 
quite, as vile as those found in the slums of European 
cities, and worse than what would be tolerated in some 


caught and fined is not so great. It is easier to hunt 
women in the streets of Chicago than to hunt game in 
the closed season. There is no danger of meeting the 
game warden. Hunting women seems to be growing in 
favor as a sport in Chicago.” se 

Nor is Chicago, by any means, the only American 
city in which crime is alarmingly rampant. A New 
York magistrate recently said: 

“Crime has become a business in New York City. Or- 
ganized bands of criminals are preying upon the people, 
and conditions were never so bad as they are now. 
Mawkish sentiment, together with light punishment by 
our judges, has resulted in a growth of rascality of all 
kinds that is most amazing to those who come in daily 
contact with it.” 

Prof. Charles J. Bushnell, Ph. D., of Washington. re- 
cently made the statement that the American public 
was on the verge of bankruptcy because it expended 
$6,000,000,000 a year on the criminal, pauper and vicious 
classes, while the annual increase of wealth aggregated 
only 95,000,000,000, and is ready to back his assertion 
with an elaborate array of statistics. 


United States during 1904 show the amount of crime 
per hundred thousand of population in each of the 
States and Territories. Nevada leads with 305 crimes 
per hundred thousand population. Arizona is second 
with 232 crimes. Wyoming third with 219, while Florida 
comes in fourth with 211.

Nor is America the only country in which there has 


been a remarkable increase of crime. In France, brutal 
crimes have become so prevalent that there came a loud 
demand, on part of the people, for the reéstablish- 
ment of the guillotine, which had been abolished, owing 
to a failure of the Chamber of Deputies to appropriate 
funds for its support. It has been reéstablished. 

It is a mistake to suppose that severity of punishment 
necessarily lessens crime. History teaches otherwise. 
It is only about a century since, in England, the pun- 


j ishment for stealing an article worth more than five 


shillings was death. Sometimes, when a young man 
had stolen an article worth, perhaps, half a sovereign, 
a compassionate jury, unwilling to hang him for such a 
small crime, would bring in a verdict of “marnslaugh- 
ter,” the punishment for which was only life imprison- 
ment. It is less than fifty years since the writer, when 
on his way to the City, in London, would see, almost 
every Monday morning, one or more corpses swaying 
in the breeze, outside the grimy, gloomy walls of New- 
gate. Ninety years ago there were 223 capital offenses 
in England, and at one time fifty-eight persons were 
under sentence of death in London, including a child 
under 10 years of age. Yet, in those days, crimes of 
violence were even more common than they are today. 
What is needed is not eo much severity of punishment 
as absolute certainty of punishment, irrespective of 
position, politics or pull. 

What are the causes of the alarming condition of 
affairs above referred to? Perhaps, among the fore- 
most causes, we should be justified in specifying the 
great change that has taken place in the character of 
the immigration to this country. The flood of immi- 
grants never was anything like so large as it is today. 
It never was anything like so rotten. A few years ago, 
the immigration to this country consisted primarily of 
sturdy home seekers from Northern Europe—from Great 
Britain, and Ireland, and Scandinavia, and Germany. 
By coming to America they benefited both themselves 
and the country of their adoption. Today, this element 
composes less than one-fourth of the total flood of im- 
migration, while more than one-half is composed of 
people from the south of Europe. Not only this, but 
the latter are not by any means the best of their kind. 
A large proportion of them are mentally, morally or 
physically deficient—or perhaps all three combined. 
They bring with them, on an average, less than $25 
apiece, so that, unless they at once secure employment, 
they are likely to become a public charge. Moreover, 
a great majority of these people drift into the already 
overcrowded big cities. Should this condition be kept 
up, one needs no prophetic eye to see that within the 
lifetime of the present generation the land over which 
the Stars and Stripes waves will be an entirely different 
country from the land for which men fought and died 
as recently as forty years ago. 

Another cause of the crime that is so common in the 


country at present may be found in the lack of train- 


ing of American boys. If children are not taught obe- 
dience to their parents and guardians and respect for 
their elders. and superiors, how can we expect that 
they should have much respect for the law of the land, 
after they grow up? This tendency to lawlessness on 
the part of the young is aided and abetted by a mass 
of abominable literature, in which youngsters, who 
should be getting a good cowhiding, are held up as he 
roes, for others to emulate. : 

The refusal of the labor unions to permit boys to learn 
trades breeds hoodlums aud criminals. 

The horrible social conditions prevailing in large 


European capitals—undoubtedly tend to” the increase 
of discontent, disorder and crime. Here is a picture 
recently sent out from Chicago, and published in The 
Times: 

„Houses where eight men slept in stifling rooms with 
no ventilation, no fire escape, with narrow wooden stair- 
way leading down in front, walls caked with dirt and 
floors covered with filth of every description, were 


some of the things found. 


“In one place fifty men were piled like hogs in wooden 
troughs, with no covering but newspapers and no air 
but that which came from a broken window over a 
blind alley. Beds in small, 
stained walls, sagged with the weight of quilts and

The author believes that thermometric and baromet- 7 


ric ‘changes exert profound influence on the quantity 
and quality of criminal acts in any given community. 
Many animals, he declares, occupy a higher plane, in 
regard to “soul,” or conscience, or whatever you may 
call it, than do the lower types of human beings. A 
hair, he declares, divides the “soul” attributes of man 
from the brain attributes of the lower animals. In this 
the editor of the Care of the Body entirely agrees with 
him—with the reservation that the advantage is often 
on the side of the animals. Dr. Lydston adds: “What 
passes for conscience and moral sense in some individ- 
uals is merely ‘dog conscience’ in man, and wholesome 
fear of damnation, on the one hand, and the promise 
of the halo and habit on the other, standing in lieu of 
the whip of punishment and the bone of reward in the 
dog’s conception of ethics.” 

In regard to the “new woman,” Dr. Lydston believes 
that the increased brain capacity which woman must 
surely acquire must inevitably be paid for in unfertil- 
ity and physical degeneration. Club women, who are 
readers of the Care of the Body department, will please 
notice this. In other words, you cannot fool nature. 

In regard to sexual degeneracy, Dr. Lydston says: 

“The objectionable features of the sexual habits of the 
lower animals are seen in the two extremes of social 


development—i.e., among primitive savages and the | 


degenerate aristocracy of modern society. Were it not 
for the partial restoration of balance by the great mid- 
dle classes, race degeneracy would soon cause the 
speedy extinction of civilized man.“ 

The author adds: “Preach as we may, philosophize 
as we may, legislate as we may, there is in every hu- 
man breast a subtle sympathy for sexual offenders 
against moral and statutory law.” 


Regarding heredity, Dr. Lydston declares that to deny 
the influence of heredity in criminal evolution is to deny | 
Inherited 


a biologic law that he who runs may read. 
genius, he declares, may be associated or not with de- 
generacy. It often is, great intellectual power being 
associated with the relatively low moral sense. 
other hand, he points to the character of the descen- 


dants of the English penal colonists in Australia as a | 


lesson in the matter of the inherent possibilities of re- 
form of criminals in general. In time, he says, Amer- 
ica will have its own more or less fixed criminal type, 
and a larger proportion of criminals than Europe. The 
hurry and fret of American life is turning out degener- 
ates at a rate that will one day stagger the world.“ 

Broadly speaking, the author divides criminals under 
the following heads: 3 

“(1) Instructive criminals—born criminals, the 
moral imbecile, or so-called moral insane—the stable 
factor in criminality. (2) Criminals by impulse—the 
occasional criminal, criminals by passion, criminals 
from accidental or intercurrent factors of disease, in- 
ebriety, necessity, or social excitement. (3) Epileptic 
and insane criminals. (4) Political criminals.” 

The author properly criticizes the new-fangled device 
for the defense of criminals, “emotional insanity.” He 
says it is the most dangerous factor possible in juris- 
prudence, and could be made to cover practically all 
cases of murder and assault. 


Here is an item in regard to the important sulfect 
of food, as it relates to mental and moral states. The 
editor of the Care of the Body must regret that Dr. 


Lydston did not go more deeply into this all-important 
subject, for a man is what he eats: 


“The quantity, quality and assimilation of food pabu- | 


lum is the keynote of stability of tissue building. With 
the source of the architect’s own energy sapped by in- 
nutrition, and the materials brought to his hand made 


unten, who has himself had practical experience 
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pernicious or defective in quality, or insufficient in 
quantity, structural degeneracy must needs result. The 
importance of this as regards the brain is obvious. It 
bears directly upon the question of the relation of mal- 

nutrition to social pathology.” 28 eh 

Dr. Lydston agrees, to a certain extent, with the re- 
ligious schools, which teach us that man is naturally 
vile and sinful. He estimates that normal man is nat- 
urally disposed to crime and vice. This disposition he 
owes to the possession of a and selfish im- 
pulses in common with the lower &nimals. 7 

As special causes of social disease Dr. Lydston names 
the following: (1) Hereditary influences. (2) Defec- 
tive physique. (3) Acquired general disease; lessening 
the moral sense and lowering power. (4) Acquired 

congenital, brain and nerve degeneracy or disease. 
(5) Alcoholic and other forms of inebriety. (6) Vicious 
example and surroundings. (7) Defective education and 
moral training. (8) Criminal suggestion. (9) Per- 
verted conception and maladministration of the law, 
unjust dispensation of the law. (10) Alleged detective 
science or man hunting, police persecution of discharged 
criminals. (11) Matrimonial misalliance, physically, 
morally and socially. (12) Marriage and intermarriage 
of criminals. (13) The climacteric, especially in the 
female. (14) and perversions of the sex- 
ual instinct. (15) Anarchy, in its various forms. (16) 
Poverty and niggardly or misapplied charity, with con- 
sequent failure to relative actual want. (17) The im- 
portation of the criminal refuse of the old world. (18) 

_ Idleness, whether from choice or otherwise. (19) The 
speculative and gambling instinct. (20) The special 
factors in America of a rapidly-inereasing general neu- 
ropathy—incidental to the wear and tear of strenuous 
life—and the high cost of living. 

As showing the folly of our present method of treat- 
ing criminals—é¢specially young criminals—the author 
recites the following dialogue, which, he says, occurred 
between a prison visitor and a boy inmate: 


“Say, what do they send boys here for?’ 

“Why, I suppose to make ‘em better boys.” | 

“Well, it doesn’t make ‘em better; they get worse. I 
didn’t know how to pick a pocket till I came here, and 
1 didn’t know any ‘fences.’” 

Illiteracy, the author says, is increasing in the States 
where white slavery, in the shape of child labor, is 
common. The manufacturing States have steadily 
declined in the scale of literacy. The agricultural 
States have as steadily risen. 

While recognizing the fact that crime is often due to 
suggestions received by leading newspaper reports of 
criminal acts, Dr. Lydston declares the press and litera- 
ture in general should be held responsible for criminal 
suggestion only in so far as they inculcate false moral 
standards in undisciplined minds, and present news in 
an unnecessarily sensational manner. The author says 
the stage has also a place in criminal suggestion, the 
worse elements of the stage exerting a much more pow- 
erful influence for evil than its moral teachings do for 
good. 

Murder is not so hazardous a pastime as some be- 
lieve. In 1895 there were 10,000 murders in the United 
States, and only 200 executions, including lynching. He 
quotes an eminent lawyer, practicing at the Chicago 
bar, as follows: 

“There are wrongs in the administration of criminal 
law in Cook county, wrongs against the accused, wrongs 
against society, wrongs against the letter and the spirit 
of the constitution of the State. What are some of these 
wrongs? The rich and powerful are seldom indicted 
and never tried—well, ‘hardly ever.“ The Criminal 
Court of Cook County exists only to punish the poor 
and the vulgar. Manslaughter is committed by corpo- 
rations with impunity. Men are convicted who are in- 
nocent. Even in ordinary trials, the forms of law are 
frequently set aside and the rules of evidence ignored.” 

“Sweat boxes” are stigmatized as one of the most un- 
just, cruel and illogical methods of the police. The |. 
psychic torment to which many prisoners are subjected 
is alone sufficient in some cases to extort a confession 
of guilt from an innocent person. | 

In regard to the effect of the climacteric—the change 
of life, both in men and women—the author says: The 
successful business man or professional man is often a 
profound neurasthenic at 35, while at 40 or 45 years of 
age he is not infrequently a physical and mental wreck.” 

In regard to the industrial problem, the author says: 
“The laboring classes by no means suffer the most dur- 
ing hard times, or when some fatuous circumstance 
throws them out of work. The most pitiful object in 
the world is the salaried man, in the so-called genteel 
occupations, who suddenly finds himself out of a posi- 
tion.” Dr. Lydston might have added to this the wor- 
ties and anxieties of a man of family receiving a fixed 
salary in days of great prosperity, like the present, 
when the cost of living has increased from 25 to 50 per 
cent. 

Statistics show that a great majority of convicts have 
attended Sunday-schools, or have received religious in- 
struction of some kind. This is not flattering to the 
church, but it would be a fallacious deduction that re- 
ligious instruction is the cause of crime. Rather say 
it does not prevent crime. . 

The proportion of female criminals in our prisons ts 
small. The author gives a number of reasons for this, 
attributing the fact to these reasons rather than to in- 
ate honesty. He refers to the “childish indifference of 
women in general to property rights, and their extreme 
selfishness, as compared with men, in all matters of in- 
terest that do not involve their affections.” _ 

Recurring to the plea of emotional insanity,”’ that 
we hear so often nowadays, the author says: “While 
it would be a dangerous principle to establish in juris- 


prudence, it is probable that the majority if not all 
sudden impulses to murder are due to emotional insan- 
ity.” In regard to hysterics, in its relation to crime, the 
author shows that hysterical women often brink false 
accusation of crime against others. The victim is gen- 
erally a man, and the alleged crime assault. Physi- 
clans recognize this, as one of the dangers to be guarded 
against in their work. Hysterical women, in the pri- 
mary stage of anesthesia, sometimes imagine themselves 
victims of assault. 

Here are some remarks on the subject of drunken- 
ness: 

“The idea that drunkenness should be considered on 
a purely physical basis has been abhorrent to the mor- 
alist. The physical view is, however, gaining ground, 
and may even now be said to be on a firm footing. 
Drunkenness has long been regarded as a vice over 
which the individual has perfect control, to be cured by 
exhortation and prayer. Worse than the fallacious 
ideas of the laity, worse than the errors of the pulpit, 
is the influence of the physician who regards the study 
of inebriety solely from a moral standpoint. The in- 
dividual who entertains such narrow ideas is a most 


formidable impediment to the advancement of science. 


Alcohol is not a cause of all classes of crimes. 
Great crimes, demanding mental activity, keen percep- 
tion, cleverness of conception, intrepidity, fixity of pur- 
pose, great mechanical skill, fertility of resource, or a 
profound knowledge of human nature, are not perpe- 
trated by alcoholics. Many crimes, such as gigantic 
swindling schemes, demand the highest degree of intel- 
ligence. Fully 70 per cent. of crimes of im- 
pulse, brutality, and emotion are committed by persons 
whose brains are alcoholized. At a recent ladies’ 
social affair, within my knowledge, attended by from 
twenty-five to thirty respectable women, cocktails were 
served. One woman only declined to partake.” 

The author urges the establishment of attractive sub- 
stitutes for the saloon. He says the use of narcotic 
drugs by the physician is often responsible for moral 
and physical wreckage. The tremendous consumption 
of the coal-tar products has not been without its influ- 
ence in adding to the neurasthenic condition of the 
public at large. The indiscriminate dosing with these 
drugs, that is going on, is, Dr. Lydston declares, most 
reprehensible. 


In regard to the effect of auto-intoxication on the de- 


velopment of criminal instincts Dr. Lydston says: 

“That organic and inorganic poisons of greater or 
less degree of toxicity are developed or retained in the 
human body as a consequence of perverted metabolism, 
improper food, defective respiration, faulty elimina- 
tion, deranged glandular action, or bacterial action in 
the tissues and viscera, especially in the gastro-intesti- 
nal tract, is now generally accepted.” 

The editor cf the Care of the Body again regrets that 
Dr. Lydston, like almost all other members of the “reg- 
ular” medical fraternity, devotes so little attention to 
the great importance of diet, as affecting, not only the 
physical, but also the mental and moral condition of 
men. Diet must be made the basis of all true reform. 
A thoroughly healthy man is never a criminal, and a 
criminal is never a thoroughly healthy man. 

The author admits that certain surgical procedures 
are suspected of seriously perturbing the biochemistry 
of the body. Insanity, he says, occasionally results from 
constipation. Yet, the best thing the author can rec- 
ommend is a mercurial purge—about the very worst 
thing that could be suggested, for it will inevitably in- 
crease the disease. Why not try such rational and 
effective remedies as coarse food, fruits and vegetables, 
bending exercises, injections and rectal dilation? 

As to the use of narcotics—introduced by the medi- 
cal fraternity—the author declares: “Unaided effort 
may check the alcoho! inebriate in his downward career, 
but the victim of narcotics never.” This is a strong 
statement. It tends to emphasize the criminality of 
physicians, who so frequently prescribe these narcotics. 

Writing on the subject of anarchy, the author quotes 
from a French author, Fournial, who says it has been 
observed that both the morals and intelligence of a 
crowd are lower than the average of the individual com- 
posing it. As Dr. Lydston says, this psychological fact 
justifies a suspicion of the infallibility of public opin- 
ion. The two most dangerous elements of the privi- 
leged lawbreakers of America are, he declares, the capi- 
talists and the trades unionists. He believes that the 
country is fast drifting into a sea of trouble. worse 
than it has ever experienced. “The struggle of class 
against class is going on in America today, just as truly 
as before and during the dark and bloody days of the 
French revolution.” Of socialism he writes: 

“Certain phases of socialism are very alluring, but 
the sooner the ‘dead-level, born-equal’ fallacy is ex- 
ploded, the better. There has never been, since the 
world began, equality of man. There is not, nor will 
there ever be, equality of brains, strength, ambition, 
talent, industry, and courage. With men’s opportuni- 
ties reduced to a common level, there would be no prog- 
ress. Human nature is like a stubborn mule, that goes 
fast enough when a prospective meal is placed in front 
of him. Man must see rewards, or he will not go on- 
ward and upward. With no great rewards to stimulate 
ambition, the race would speedily revert to savagery. 
The specific gravity of morals, unsupported by ambi- 
tion and the spirit of emulation, drags man downward. 
Equality of map is a conception of childish minds. In- 
equality of man is a normal condition. It is the in- 
superable obstacle that nature has placed in the way of 
socialistic extremists. It is the primary inequality of 
men that makes for the rising races.” 

The business of some “corporation lawyers,” declares 
Dr. Lydston, is largely to protect the anarchical inter- 
ests of their employers. They are not infrequently 
called upon: | 

“(1) To show where and how the law can be broken, 
when the selfish Interests of the corporation demand it. 
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tional groundwork. Perhaps the greatest defect of our 
educational system is the ignorance of teachers of the 
fact that brain development is the chief function of 
education of childhood and youth.” 

The potency of physical training in the development 
of the brain is, the author declares, not generally un- 
derstood. Proper physical training should be as much 
a part of the education of children as any form of men- 
tal instruction. Any school that does not possess facili- 
ties for the proper physical training of its pupils is not 
worthy of a place among modern educational institu- 
tions. Hygienic and physical-training methods have 
been fairly tested in the treatment of criminals, with 
results that are most convincing. 

“The sooner our children understand that our entire 
social system is primarily supported by the broad, 
. brown palm of the hard-working farmer the 

Prison labor, the author declares, should be permitted 
to compete in the open market with other labor, but on 
a fair basis. The convict must bear his share of soci- 
ety’s burdens, and should have his due in the matter of 
profits of his labor, but should not be allowed to be- 
come a factor in underselling honest labor. 

Punishment, as a specific for crime, is, the author 
declares, a failure. “Punishment has not prevented in- 
crease of crime, as statistics show. However, it will 
probably be many years before a general improvement 
in this direction can be expected. The inquisition 


bered 341,021, of whom 31,912 were burned alive.” 


Dr. Lydston declares that the only working theory of 
criminology that is likely ever to be effective in reduc- 
ing the proportion of crime in any given social system 
is based upon the fundamenta! propositions advanced 
by him, which he resumes briefly as follows: 

1. That the typic criminal class is composed of be- 
ings who are abnormal, physically, intellectually, and 
morally. 

“2. That these antisocial beings are the dregs of 
our social system. 

“3. That they contaminate and endanger the integ- 
rity of society. 

“4. That most of these vicious elements can be pre- 
vented from forming by proper supervision and treat- 
ment of juveniles and when the world becomes alive to 
its best interests, by human stirpiculture and the judi- 
cious application of sterilization. | 

“5. That a large proportion of juvenile and at least 
a minority of adult antisocial beings can be redeemed 
by intelligent curative methods. | 

“6. That society's first duty is not revenge, but self- 
defense. Its-duty is to make the criminal, where pos- 
sible, a healthy and useful atom of the body social. 

“7. That the incurable, irredeemable criminal must 
be eliminated, absolutely and permanently from society. 

“8. That the true function of courts and prisons is 
to protect society and cure or reclaim criminals, not to 
arbitrarily and routinely punish crime. 

“9. That the prescription and administration of pun- 
ishment and reformation should be selective, and indi- 
vidual, and under the direction of wise and experienced 
men of broad information and a thorough knowledge of 
the physical aspect of crime and of the principles of 
sociology.” 

Lynching, Dr. Lydston declares, will never be done 

away with until capital punishment has been abolished. 
Statistics, he says. fail to show that capital punish- 
ment, per se, is deterrent of murder. “The murder sta- 
tistics of those social systems in which capital punish- 
ment has been abolished compare so favorably with 
those in which it still exists that no other argument 
should be necessary to prove its uselessness.” 
The editor of the Care of the Body cannot go quite 
so far as Dr. Lydston does, in this respect. The doctor, 
himself, as suggested on a previous page, admits that 
hopeless degenerates shoukd be painlessly removed. 
There are some cases of crime that can only be prop- 
erly treated in this way. In at least one European coun- 
try, where capital punishment had been abolished, there 
came a strong demand for its reéstablishment, and it 
has been reéstablished. At the same time, we should 
never loose sight of the fact that the main object in 
treating a criminal is not punishment, or revenge, but 
reformation. 

The author believes that the ideas advanced by mod- 
ern criminalogic science must, in practice, remain 
largely eutopian, until prison management is free from 
politics. 

A chapter is devoted to the race problem, in its rela- 
tion to sexual vice and crime, and another to the subject 
of Genius and Degeneracy.” These subjects may be 
made the basis of separate comment, later on.
